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CLASSIFICATION OF MEDICINES. 


Medicines are divided primarily into 
four great classes, viz: 


Class |.—Hematics—exert an influence 
upon the blood itself, causing a re 
thus es a curative action, either by 
supplying a deficiency or destroying a 
morbid influence in the blood. 


Class Il.—Neurotics — pass through and 
from the blood (without causing a change 
in it) to nerves or nerve centers, there ex- 
erting a marked but transitory influence. 


Class IIl.—Astringents—do not necessarily 
act in the blood, but passing to the muscu- 
lar fibres cause their contraction; thus 
preventing hemorrhage, diminishing se- 
cretion and giving tone to the muscular 
system. 


Class IV. — Eliminatives — pass into the 
blood and through it to find exit by some 
of the glands, which they excite to the 
performance of their functions.
